The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The Examiner is relying upon Applicants arguments for the patentability of the 
instant claims, specifically Applicant's Declaration that Vassiliades fail to teach or fairly 
suggest the use of a nonionic surfactant while the reference discloses a dispersant it 
does not mention "nonionic surfactant" nor disclose a solvent that is properly classified 
as a nonionic surfactant and that none of the oils or solvents taught by Vassiliades 
would make the inks soluble in water thereby permitting the ink residue to be to be 
readily removed through a simple application of water was found persuasive and 
therefore the rejection of the claims has been withdrawn.
